tax on corporation incomes from 13 % 
to 11% per cent was approved Tues- 
day by the house ways and means 
committee. 


The vote was 22 to 1. The commit- 


tee estimated that this reduction would 
result 
in a loss of $166,000,000 
in 


revenue. 
Tho treasury 
had recom- 


mended a cut of 12 per cent. A mo- 
tion to reduce the corporation 
rate 


to only 11 per cent was defeated 16 
to 7. 


The committee refused by a 12 to 


11 vote, to repeal entirely the sales 
tax on automobiles, leaving final de- 
cision to future sessions. 


A motion to repeal the taxes on ad- 


missions under §3 was similarly left 
undecided, as was a .proposal to in- 
crease to 25 per cent the present levy- 
on tickets to prize fights. 


It was said Tuesday at the "White 


House that Mr. Coolidge feels the ac- 
tion of the ways and means commit- 
tee in increasing the treasury recom- 
mendation by §25,000,000 is something 
that might have been considered more 
carefully and he believed that the in- 
crease was too much at this time.

Secret- 
ary Mellon proposed that the present 
rate of 13'/i per cent be changed to 
12. while business interests have ad- 
vocated going as low as 10.

OP)—Captain Frederick R. Giles, Brit- 
is-h flier, took off at 7:24 Tuesday 
morning in a. second attempt to fly to 
Honolulu on the first leg of a project- 
ed flight to Xew Zealand. The plane 
splashed water and mud along 
the 


run\\ay getting into the air. 


Profiting by experience, Giles made 


the take-off with ease and his plane 
weighing more than 5,000 pounds and 
loaded with 
390 gallons of gasoline, 


gained altitude easily. 


Field officials said the flier got off 


the runway in 20 seconds. After clear- 
ing the field he struck out over San 
Francisco bay at an altitude of about 
200 feet- 


Captain Giles' last words were: "You 


will hear from me in a day or so." 


He borrowed a handful of cigarets 


and stuffed them into his pocket just 
before climbing into the plane. 


The much-delayed flight project got 


under way once more with fair weath- 
er prospects at the starting end. 


The plane passed Land's End, west- 


ermost point ol" San Francisco at 7:30 
and struck out to sea. 


HAS LIFE BELT 


Eatless, ^vithout'igogsles or-Jielmet. 


and dressed in "a- light business suit, 
captain Giles 'donned only a life belt 
as added trappings for the 2,400-mile 
flight. He carried no radio, no life 
raft, no parachute and no sextant, be- 
ing unable to use the navigation in- 
strument. 


Thus equipped, he trusted a good 


bit to luck, ability to guess the amount 
of his drifj and the time-honored meth- 
od of dead reckoning to fly over a 
trackless waste of water. 


Captain Giles originally planned the 


overseas hop last August when he en- 
tered the Dole flight competition, and 
essayed to fly from Detroit to San 
Francisco, the starting point. 
He 


taxied to reach the destination because 
of a series of minor mishaps. 


Several weeks ago he again headed 


toward San Francisco in his biplane, 
named the Wanda in honor of Miss 
"Wanda Hcsi=. of "Wyandotte. Mich.. 
fcister of the builder of the ship. 


That time he came to grief at Elko. 


Xex-.. when in taking off he made a 
ground loop and badly, damaged the 
machine. 


The plane was crated and sent home 


for repairs. After days of waiting for 
favorable 
weather, he took off last 


Saturday, but w:is forced to return 
because of a heavy fog, 20 miles out.

Chamber of Commerce reported that 
Captain Giles was sighted over the 
Fcrallone islands, 30 miles out, at 
7:50 
Tuesday morning.

Decision to deny the permit follows 


a long argument between the bakery 
company and persons living in the 
vicinity of the lot on uhtch the barn 
was to be erected.

Ryan that the bak- 
ery company had violated sections 31, 
12 and 13 of the zoning ordinance in 
applying for the permit and there- 
fore the building inspector had no 
right to issue a permit.

indoor and1 outdoor tests will be in- 
augurated soon in Appleton and Nee- 
nah-Menasha by M. G. Clark, valley 
scout executive. 
Outdoor test centers 


already have been found for tl>e three 
cities. Turner's Point will be used for 
Neenah-Menasha " boys 
and Telulah 


park for Appleton scouts. These cen- 
ters will be used by scouts wishing to 
pass the outdoor tests necessary to ad- 
vance into higher scout grades. Tests 


•' will be under direction of older boys 


in the troops aud under the supervi- 
sion of Mr. Clark. Indoor centers will 
be designated within a few days. 


The first scout rank is that of ten- 


derfoot. To become a tenderfoot a boy 


- must be at least twelve years of age 


and pass the following requirements: 
Know the scout laws, motto, sign, &a- 
lute and significance 
of the 
badge: 


know the composition and history of 
the national flag- and the customary 
respects 
due it; 
tie the 
following 


knots: Square or reef, sheet bend,bow- 
line, fisherman's sheepshank, halter, 
eiove hitch, timber 
hitch, and 
two 


half-hitches.

treatment for fainting, shock, fracture, 
brufses, sprains, injuries in which the 
skin is broken, burns and scalds ..and 
demonstrate how to carry injured and 
the use of the triangular and 
roller 


bandages and the tourniquet: elemen- 
tary signaling, as the alphabet of the 


- - semaphore, or the international Moise 


code; track half a. mile in 25 minutes 
or if iii town, describe 
satisfactorily 


the contents of one store •window out, 
of five observed for one minute each: 
go a mile in twelve minutes ,at scout

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THE MEXICAN OIL DECISION 
The first decision involving the 
new 


.Mexican oil laws as they affect American 
companies 
holding- land there 
has 


been handed down by the Mexican su- 
preme court. It was a unanimous decision 
favoring 
an 
American concern. 
The 


issues were about as follows: The Mexi- 
can Petroleum company. American, filed 
a suit for a mandamus or injunction 
against the secretary of the department of 
industry, commerce and labor, which has 
•charge of the enforcement of the new pe- 
troleum law. The basis of the suit was 
that the department, under the new law, 
had canceled drilling permits previously 
granted the petroleum company in a dis- 
trict in the state of Vera Cruz. 


The supreme court granted the re- 


straining order. It also declared uncon- 
stitutional, as far as this particular suit is 
concerned, the important sections 14 and 
15 of the law. 
The first of those is the 


section substituting 50-year leases for oil 
land acquired before 1917. The second 
provides for-the-forfeit 
of titles to 
oil 


-'lands for .-which no application for con- 
firmatory concessions had been 
made 


within one year from the effectiveness of 
the- netv- law—-which would' have been 


' Jan. 1/1927. 


It -would appear from the decision that 


the sections of the law to which the 
American oil companies and the state de- 
partment have objected are held to be 
unconstitutional. If this is the case it 


, virtually removes the controversy 
be- 


. tween Mexico and the United States over 


•- oil holding titles. It should satisfy 
ail 


r parties concerned, including the

OLD MASTERS 


AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE 


10.—Lime tin- I'aniinount iMinei'al Food 


Precisely seven of the baker's do7.cn essential food 


elements 
(oxygen, 
carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen, 


ohlorin, iodin. phosphorus, sulphur, magnesium. so- 
duiin. iiofcrssuim, calcium, iron) arc mineral e!r- 
ments and these -seven mineral elements (last nam- 
ed) are generally called mineral foods. 


Although most of the things that the layman 


l?lio\\s about mineral foods "ain't so," one thing- has 
been impressed on the popular mind, and that ib 
than an adequate mtion of mineral matter is Quite 
as essential as N an adequate ration of protein, 
carbohydrate or fat. Many people, grasping 
lllifa 


new knowledge, worry needlessly about the question 
of satisfying: the body's mineral food requirements. 
I may be able to suggest how they can escape 
all such worry. At least I'll explain how 1 escape 
it myself, and it is very simple. 


Calcium, lime, is the paramount mineral food. 


If one sets an adequate calcium ration everything 
else is just groins' to be all right. If ray diet includes 
foods 
which supply sufficient calcium, I needn't 


give the matter of the iron ration, or the phos- 
phorus1 ration, or the potassium ration or any of 
the rest of the mineral foods another thought. It 
may 
be possible to devise some freak diet that 


would contain sufficient calcium yet not sufficient 
iron or sulphur or something-, but why bring that 
up? 


Calcium is, indeed, the only mineral food clement 


which is likely to be deficient in any diet an in- 
habitant of America is likely to select or subsist on. 
Prof. Henry C. Sherman, noted nutrition chemist, 
whose little book, "Chemistry of Food and Nutri- 
tion" (MacMilian company) is a classic in this 
field, states the ordinary mixed diet of Americans 
and Eupropeans, at least among dwellers in cities 
and towns 
(hence presumably 
not 
consuming 


enough dairy products and fresh vegetables) is 
probably more often deficient in calcium than in 
any other chemical element. 


It would carry us too far from the outline to con- 


sider the manifestations and effects of a lime short- 
age, but we may say these are most marked and 
most serious in younger growing persons. There- 
fore a, ration short in calcium might suffice 'for 
and elderly or mature adult whereas it would not 
suffice for a growing child, not for an expectant or 
nursing mother whose calcium requirements are 
increased by the demands of her child. Therefore the 
dietary suggestions here offered are particularly im- 
portant for children and for expectant and nursing 
mothers. 


Now for some brief pointers on how to g:et your 


calcium ration. 
A auart of fresh milk contains 


more calcium (lime) than a auart of clear saturat- 
ed lime water. This isn't just my notion, but a 
statement made in Sherman's book above men- 
tioned. You see, you don't have to follow- a freakish 
diet m order to get your calcium, and r hope you 
will also begin to suspect that some of the things 
folks know about lime as a food "ain't so." Besides 
a liberal use of fresh milk, and any kind of cheese 
one prefers, and fresh, eggs, in the diet, the fol- 
lowing 
food 
items are rich sources of calcium, 


lime. Cabbage, especially raw, dried beans, peanuts, 
oranges and orange juice, oatmeal, prunes, lettuce, 
turnips, carrots, all kinds of greens. If one were to 
take nothing else than a quart of fresh milk a 
day, this would provide all the calcium, the body 
reauires. So the lime problem is solved by the 
liberal use of dairy products and fresh, vegetables 
and greens or leafy relishes in the diet. And when 
the lime problem is solved, "we needn't -worry a bit 
about any of the other mineral food elements. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Immune to Ivy Poisoning 


As a child I had ivy poisoning regularly each 


spring. 
My grandfather told me one day to eat 


three tender leaves that grow on the top of the ivy 
vine. I did that, and used to eat it quite often. Af- 
ter that I could Dull the ivy vines from the old 
stone fences and never again did I take ivy poi- 
soning. I also know this to be a fact. A -svell known 
New Tork specialist owned a farm near mine. He 
had ivy poisoning so that his life was in the bal- 
ance. A homeopathic physician was called. This 
physician ordered that a cow be taken *rom the 
herd and fed nothing "but poison ivy. The milk of 
this cow was the patient's diet. He soon began to 
irnt>rove and recovered, and he said he was im- 
mune thereafter. (H. S.)

Purnell Is not expected to return,

A native of Kentucky and a 
humble artisan in youth, he entered 
upon a nomadic life as an evangelist, 
abandoned a girl wife he had married 
at IB, and was wed at 19 to Mary 
Stollard—later the "Queen Mary" of 
his Benton Harbor cult.

Ohio, Purnell preaching as they jour- 
neyed, 
and finally reached Detroit, 


where 
they were admitted to 
the 


cult of "Prince" 
Michael K. Mills. 


Clashing over direction of this group, 
Purnell 
and 
his wife seceded, and 


went to Benton Harbor, where Purnell 
proclaimed himself the "seventh mes- 
senger" and set out in poverty with 
•. few followers to build up what be- 
came a. prosperious community dedi- 
cated to the beliefs he proclaimed. 


He forbade the trimming of hair or 


beard, prohibited the eating- of meat 
and drew 3, rigid 
list of command- 


ments. 
Members of the comrnunity 


who died, he taught, had violated some 
regulation of the cult. 


The court declined to break up the 


cult, and its followers may continue 
to practice their religion, but who will 
succeed Purnell as leader has yet to 
be decided.

How To Play Bridge 


-By Milton C. Work.. 


To llncso or not to finesse, is a ques- 


tion that frequently 
will puzzle any 


but the most expert. Bridge player. 
Tlio biddings ur the previous play may 
definitely indicate tho location of. the 
adverse card which the finesse would 
bo made to capture; but in the major- 
ity of hands there is no sign post upon 
which it is safe to depend, and the De- 
clarer who jieed.s every possible trick 
should use the firm rules in finessing. 
These rules are based mainly upon 
mathematical chances; and obviously 
tho player who always takes 
the 


chance which wins 
oftener 
than it 


loses, must obtain better results at the 
end of the year than the player who 
blindly follows u "hunch.* 


Of course the soundest finesse occa- 


sionally Tvill work badly; 
but that 


should not perturb the player who is 
following the course which must win 
ultimately. The proprietor of a rou- 
lette wheel does not lose his smile if 
the marble drop in a number which is 
being- backed heavily; he knows that 
his "percentage" must land him a win- 
ner if his patrons continue to play. 
No conventionally' advocated finesse 
has so slight a percentage in its fa- 
vor as the wheel at Monte Carlo; yet 
that wheel supports a principality. Of 
course when one assured trick is all 
that is needed for Declarer's objective, 
trying for an extra one would be the 
act of an Auction infant; but generally 
Declarer needs all he can make. 


Believing that a series of test ques- 


tions on finessing, with the answers 
and explanations given the next day, 
will elucidate this question most effec- 
tively, I am starting such a. series 
today with Hands 1 and 2. In both, 
Declarer is playing JCo' Trump and no 
bid has been made by either advers- 
ary.
